lem, citing two illnesses during which 
lie was not capable of handling affairs 
of the nation. 


"Solve it now," Eisenhower said. 


"The problem is riot us intricate RS \v» 
make it." 


Of course the problem is not that 


simple. 
The two sticky questions are 


how to decide when Hie vice president 
.should temporarily take over and how 
in decide when the President i.s no 
longer incapacitated. 


The proposal to settle this difficult 


question by a two-thirds majority of 
ConprreKs is cumbersome. 
This vital 


(Hiostion must be decided quickly by the 
vice president or cabinet if the law of 
.succession is to be impi'ovcd. 


The constitutional amendment must 


malte it clear who makes these decisions 
and how they are to be made. The 
nation cannot wait while the Congress 
debates the |x>inl. This section of the 
proposed amendment need.1; further po- 
lishing. 


As Senator Bayli himself said: 
"In those limes when whole armies 


can be moved halfway around the world 
in a mutter of hours and when civiliza- 
tion as we know it can be destroyed in 
a matter of minutes, the American peo- 
ple must be assured that there is always 
a strong hand on the tiller and that 
crucial decisions are made unimpeded 
by physical or mental disability." 


Pennsylvania Prosperity 


Governor William Scranlon was un- 


derstandably happy last week when he 
announced that unemployment in Penn- 
sylvania dropped to 5.5 per cent in mid- 
May, lowest level for May since 1353 and 
first time since October, 1957, that un- 
employment has been under six per cent. 


The number of people estimated un- 


•employed was cut from 37'1,000 or 8.2 
per cent of the work force in January to 
250,000 or 5.5 per cent in May.

Of course, this doesn't help the quar- 


iter million people still not working:, but 
in terms of recent Pennsylvania econ- 
omic history, the 5.5 per cent jobless 
rate is something to celebrate.

He could well take some of the credit,

ton, Delaware, and Detroit, Michigan, 
in search of plant construction by Du- 
Pont and1 General Motors Corporation in 
Pennsylvania dramatized (he governor's 
enthusiasm for industrial development. 


The governor was quick to acknowl- 


edge that tlie booming national economy 
is the major cause of better business in 
this state. But he justly took credit for 
"the efforts that are being made by this 
administration and by people generally 
in Pennsylvania to create a good busi- 
ness climate."

out the stale-) but also Hie ten 
state-owned general hospitals 
In these privileged areas of th» 
ttate. 


These ten stale - owned gen- 


eral hospitals and tbe 188 local 
community hospitals both pro- 
vide tbe same identical hospi- 
tal services (the ten stale - 
owned hospitals are not "men- 
tal" hospitals). 


But In addition to Ihe $11,- 


MD.627 set up for the "opera- 
tion and maintenance" ot these 
laxpaying gifts for the upcom- 
ing fiscal year there are other 
"plus - plus - plus" item.s Penn- 
sylvania's taxpayers are under- 
writing. 


For example here Is the free 


hospital care accorded many 
patients with a little political 
help, the free furnishings of 
the hospitals themselves, the 
charming IHlle political pal- 
ronage group surrounding ser- 
vice personnel at each hospital, 
etc. 


Then there Is the most In- 


significant plus Item of taxpay- 
ers building R brand new 200- 
bed hospital building for one 
ol Ihese selected and privileged 
areas as the old unit (also or- 
iginally built by taxpayers) be- 
comes shabby or worn out. 


This is happening right no\v 


at 
Ashland State 
Hospital 


where a spanking new $6,000,- 
000 unit is being built to re- 
place (he old hospital. Who's 
paying for it? The people of 
Ashland? 
Nope — taxpayers 


from throughout the state are 
footing the bill. (You pay for 
and build your <nvn, though!) 


Why build a new hospital at 


Ashland? Ira J. Mills, Commis- 
sioner of General and Special 
Hospitals of the Department of 
1'ublic Welfare (which operates 


the. ten general hospitals) ex- 
plains that the construction ia 
necessary — now get this — 
because the present structure 
has been condemned as a fire 
hazard by the stale Depart- 
ment of Labor and Industry! 


How delightful indeed — but 


so what? If the Department ot 
Labor and Industry condemns 
your loeal hospitals, will the 
state come in and replace your 
unit? 


Absolutely not — but the 


slate will for the Ashland folks, 
which incidentally provided the 
best reason and excuse possible 
as to why the state should get 
out of [he hospital business at 
Ashlanei! Or, are these "gifted" 
facilities to be perpetuated in- 
definitely? 


Legislation Is already on the 


statute books "authorizing" the 
turning over of these hospitals 
to the local communities but 
there have not been and prob- 
ably never will be any. takers. 
After all, why kick a gift horse 
in the face,- or more bluntly 
expressed — why muddy the 
waters when you have a good 
thing going! 


"Authorizing" 
obviously 
Is 


not the answer; any unloading 
to be rione must be "manda- 
tory" _ legislatively speaking, 
that is, and it's most difficult 
to find a legislator willing to 
cut his own political throat!

The only women in the placa 
who seemed completely at peace with themselves and 
the world were the two little ladies setting up a quilting 
frame for the woman of Grace Lutheran Church, and 
calmly pinning a quilt top into place. They worked 
quietly, amiably, and were done in no time, not even 
stopping for the coffee I offered them. 


I love quilts, and apparently am far from being 


alone in (his category, It was amazing how many peo- 
ple, passing through our Keystone Room, would say, 
"Oh . . . I, have a quilt that my grandmother made. I 
would have brought it if I'd only known." 
Actually, 


we could have had hundreds of magnificent quilts on ex- 
hibit had we even hinted via newspaper or radio that 
we wished them . .. but we were afraid to do so, lest so 
many come in we would have had to turn some away for 
lack of space. As it 'is, (hose us*d as a backdrop for 
Quilts and Crafts Week have been loaned by a few per- 
sonal friends and by members of our store family.

Cain. The first is called "Trip Around the World" and 
combines the most beautiful shades of yellow and pale 
greens one could imagine.

Both are charming, and I can just picture the 
warmth and beauty the bright red would bring into a 
colonial-type bedroom.

Hilda Dimmick has loaned a 
log cabin quilt and an hour glass quilt that are each over 
JOO years old. One was quilted by Lucinda Van Etten of 
Shawnee, the other by her daughter, Cornelia Van Etlen 
Kober. Esther Ainspac has brought us a double Irish 
chain pieced by her mother, and it takes me back to my 
teens when Mrs. Lake spent part of each year with the 
Ainspncs and could be seen almost any day seated in a 
small chair busy with her sewing. Mrs. C. K. Eilenberger 
is exhibiting a, very lovely embroidered quilt made by 
her daughter, Sue Eilenberger Anderson, and from Alice 
Wicks and Carolyn Kerr we have old, old quilts that have 
been long treasured by their families. Some of these are 
so old, no one is sure about the pattern name ... so, if 
you do, Ihe owners would be happy lo'hear from you. 


Particularly unusual are two woven coverlets from 


the family of Mrs. Ernest H. Wyekoff. The names of the 
wearers and the dales are woven into the corners, and 
they were loaned for our exhibit by Margaret Wyekoff 
Wells.

Marlene's an oblig- 
ing soul, however ... so a fe\v minutes later she walked 
inln my office to deliver (he signs. And T reminded her 
that 1 loo have somelhinc posled outside of my door.
